Bozo the Clown made children 
of all ages laugh, but he had a 
serious m essage for them 
He 


knew it could mean their life or 
death. 
The tiling he did not realize Was 
that tho dread disease he warned 
his millions of “buddies and part­ 
ner’’ about — cancer — was at 
that very time eating away las 
life. 


And it killed him 
Grim Twist Of Fate 
Bozo 
was 
so 
busy 
warning 
everybody else about c a n c e r 
checkups that he neglected to take 
Ins own advice. It was a grim 
twist of fate. By tho time ii was 
discovered—-it was too late. 


He thought of his audiences as 
“ my children." It was the only 
family he had. Few of his adm ir­ 
ers even knew his real nam e ~ 
Edwin Cooper. He was born 41 
years ago. on July 16. 1920. at 
Arlington, Tex., and he called 
Houston his home. 
Bozo died Monday at the Amer­ 


ican Medical Center in Denver. 
The hospital did not announce his 
death until yesterday. 
Bozo was a chubby, five foot fel­ 
low- who won friends out of cos­ 
tume as easily as he did i isidc 
a sawdust ring or in front of a 
television camera. 
He b e g a n 
working as a clown when he was 


nine years old. 
Family Tradition 
It was a family tradition. His 
father and his grandfather before 
him were Bozo s. There are other 
clowns 
today, 
particularly 
on 
some television shows, who call 
themselves “ Bozo,’’ but the Coop­ 
er family claims it originated the 


name. 
If Bozo hail any final words 
for “ his children." they w eren’t 
hard. But there is little doubt they 
would be the same he used to 
close his shows; 
Bye, bye now 
and be sure 
to have your doctor check you for 
cancer."
